Edward Taylor; that name has been thrown 
about quite a bit in the last few weeks and not very 
pleasantly in most cases.

There is no E. Taylor 
registered as a full-time student at Laurentian. Nor 
was there last year. 

Perhaps Mr. Taylor is a student at this 
university. If this is the case we would like to hear 
from you so that we may continue to provide you 
with a forum in which you and others can express 

their opinions. 

"Mr. Taylor'*, if you are a pseudonym for a 
student, you may keep complete anonymity, but we 



must have your real name before we can print your 
submissions. Without your name to back up what 
you have said we are forced to draw the conclusion 
that you don't have the guts to back up your own 
arguments, so why should we print them. 

If "Mr. Taylor", you are somebody's idea of a 
joke, I hope that you don't make a habit of it. As 
you can see from the reaction your letter received, 
it was not popular. It espouses a mode of thought 
that most people would hope to be foreign to an 
institution of higher learning in a country such as 

Canada. 

That you were able to compose such a letter 

prompts me to ask you to evaluate your motives 
and reasoning. Attacking an institution that helps 
as many people as does the Ontario Student 
Assistance Program, for no better reason than to 
get a laugh is deplorable. Perhaps you feel that you 
were trying to open people's eyes to the value of an 
institution that many take for granted. But I 
do not believe so. Such a motivation would have 
come from a person with at least some sort of sense 
of responsibility; they would not have had to hide 
behind anonymity, as you did. 

Mr. Taylor, we await your response and hope 
that you are indeed able to stand behind your 
words. Responsibihty is hard to come by these 
days; hopefully you live up to the amount of it with 

which you have credited your.self . d

Lambda Publications Budget 



In this period of economic restrainl il is ircreasingly 
difficult to justify an increase in anvlhine. let alone a budt^t.. 
Last week, the Lambda staffers defied all odds, and managed 
to secure a 50^o increase in it's grant from the Students' 
General Association, over last year. 

Lambda is not directly related to the SGA, but since the 
paper receives approximately 50% of it's revenues in the form 
of a grant from the association, we must justify any expected 
increases in our operations. The normal procedure is to 

submit a budget. 

This year, /o and behoJd, our financial needs skyrocketed 
from a modest $8,000 in 1981-82, to an incredible $12,000 for 
1982-83. The purpose of this article is to lei you, the student, 
know where your money is going, and why the increase. 

I have attributed the $4,000 increase in our SGA grant lo 
three major factors: 

1) Lambda lost close to S2,300 last year 

2) Lambda is experiencing a whoppinB $1,300 increase in 
priming costs 

3) Inflation has hit hard: net increases have amounted lo 
$400 for various items such as postage, telephone bills and 
office supplies 

The grant proposal was studied by a fincial sub-committee 



of the SGA, and the recommendation was that the money 
would be set aside only if three criteria were met: 

1) Monthly statements regarding cash flows must be 
submitted to the SGA for the school year 1982-83 only 
(Yearly statements are mandatory every year.) 

2) An honest effort must be made to cut costs wherever 

possible. 

3) Efforts whould be made to increase local advertising. 
Our editor, Carolyn Gaunt, and our production manager, 

Marlene Mcintosh have been well informed of the need to 
conserve in and around the office; as well, I am making a 
strong effort to get after bad debts. We have also enlisted the 
srvices of a commissioned salesman, George Pitchkur, to help 
us boost local sales. This is something that hasn't been done 
for a number of years. Consequently, we feel that this should 
satisfy the criteria as set out by the committee. 

This is my first year with Lambda, and I am quite open to 
any inquiries or suggestions. Please contact me at our office, 
RoomG-1 Student Street, or phone 675-1151 ext. 653 if you 
have any points on the nature of the proposed budget. 
Remember: this is only a budget, it is not a set thing.

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Cutbacks : Ontario Francophone College Nearly Bankrupt 




Using the Laser Doppler Velocimeter 



(LUCO) Laurentian Univer- 
sity's Institute for Fineparlicles 
is presenting a seminar on the 
"Study of Air Pollution Dust 
and Fineparticles Using the 
Laser Doppler Velocimeter'* on 
Wednesday, October 27 a 1 

p.m. 

Recently, the Institute ac- 
quired, under the auspices of 
the BILD Programme, a 
$70,000 instrument for laser 
doppler velocimetry studies. 
The laser is revolutionizing the 
study of dust. In particular, 
modern instruments can detect 
the shift in the frequency of 
laser light bounced off a moving 
fineparticle. This shift is pro- 
portionate to the velocity of the 
fineparticle and is known as a 
Doppler Shift. Modern instru-

ments using laser doppler shift 
can study the dynamics of 
fineparticles in such difficult 
environments as chimney stacks 
ventilation ducts, electrostatic 
precii:>itators and scrubbers. 
They can be used to study the 
generation of sprays which 
evaporate very rapidly and are 
useful in crop research, spray 
generation such as delivery of 
medical drugs by sprays and the 
domestic arosol can, and also to 
study the size distribution of 
powders inhaled and exhaled by 
miners. 

The seminar will explore the 
potential of this instrument and 

will close with tours of the 
Fineparticles Laboratories to 
inspect the laser doppler velo- 
cimetry system and other pro- 



jects currently under way in the 
Institute for Fineparticles. 

The two main topics will be 
"Studying Fineparticles with a 
Laser Doppler Velocimeter** 
with Dr. Brian H. Kaye, 
Professor of Physics and Direc- 
tor of the Institute for Fine- 
particles Research at Laurentian 
and "Potential Use in Industry 
of Laser Doppler Ststems** with 
a staff representative of Ther- 
mal System Inc., Minneapolis. 

The seminar itself is free but 
there is a small charge of $5 to 
cover administrative costs.

TORONTO (CUP) — Cutbacks 
are starting to claim entire 
iristitutions as victims. 

The Nova Scotia govermnent 
announced in August that it was 
Withdrawing nearly $1 million 
in funding from the Atlantic 
Iristitute of Education, forcing 
it to close. 

Now Hearst University Col- 
lege, Ontario's only full-time 
francophone institution, is on 
the brink of bankruptcy. 

Hearst College, an affiliate 
of Sudbury-based Laurentian 
University, is located in the 
Northern Ontario mining belt. 
It offers degree courses for 250 
students, off-campus teaching 
and research geared to the 

North. 

The college administration is 
projecting a $250,000 deficit by 
April — 30 per cent of its 
budget. It may miss payroll in 
October if the provincial 
government does not guarantee 
a loan from the Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce. 

University director 

Raymond Tremblay said the 
college needs the loan to 
continue offering its three-year 
drts program, most of which is 
offered in French. He said the 
government has ignored Hearst 
ColIege*s unique role in pro- 
viding higher education to 
francophones in Northern 

Ontario . 

The provincial government is 

considering amalgamating all of 
Laurentian University's affili- 
ated colleges. But education 
minister Bctte Stephenson said 
the government is waiting for a 
report from a fact-finder ap- 
pointed to examine the uni- 
versity's financial situation. 

"Everyone recognizes it is 
serious, particularly if the bank 
decides it will not be co- 
operative,*' said Stephenson. a 



Cutbacks: 900 Vie for 20 Computer Terminals 



At Dalhousie 



HALIFAX (CUP) — Dalhousie 
University students enrolled in 
computer science courses are 
learning more about over- 
crowding aiid cutbacks than 
about computer these days. 

Recent government budget 
cuts have forced the Dalhousie 
math department to scrap plans 
to by 48 new microcomputers. 
A new mini-computer pur- 
chased by the department ar- 
rived with only half of its 
memory, and shipping delays 
have held up installation of 27 
new terminals ordered by the 
campus computer centre. 

As a result , only 20 terminals 
arc serving' 900 students taking 
computer courses. 

Karl Nightingale, a third 
year recreation student, drop- 
ped his introductory computer 
course after he saw how bad the 

situation was. 

Nightingale spent six hours 

waiting for a free terminal when 
the one he had reserved broke 
down. Some students have had 
to book terminals at 2 a.m. to 
get computer time. 

Marc Trottier, a fourth-year 



computer science student' said 
the Situation will get worse 
during the next few weeks as 
students being to work on their 
first assignments. 

"It will be a madhouse," he 
said. 

Arthur Sedgwick of the 
mat hemat ics depart ment said 



an increase in the number of 
students in one class — to 130 
this year up from 35 two years 
ago — is typical growth in 
computer science courses. 
Sedgewick said the courses are 
so popular because the job 
market for computer science 
grads is still outstanding despite 



the current economic climate. 

Because of increasing com- 
petition for Dalhousie's limited 
computer resourcews, there are 
plans to limit enrolment next 
year. Sedgwick said that stu- 
dents with a mark of less than 
B- will be discouraged from 
continuing their studies, d 
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
